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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the fourth office action for serial number 09/820,529. This action 
corresponds to Applicant's amendment filed on 11/17/03. Currently claims 12-15 and 
22-42 are pending in that claims 36-42 have been added. Claims 1-11 and 16-21 had 
been canceled by the previous amendment. 

2. The IDS submitted on 1 1/17/03 complies with 37 CFR 1 .97(c) therefore it has 
been considered 

3. Claims 12- 15 and 22-42 are allowed. 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No individual 
recitation or obvious combination of citation discloses or suggests an actuator which 
extends from the locking means and the actuator is a level which extends beyond the 
periphery of the display device when mounted on the support as recited in claims 12 
and 29; a collar which fits over and around the support post where the collar is a tube 
open at both ends, the tube being of a constant internal diameter except at one end 
thereof which increases in internal diameter to provide an internal chamfered edge 
around said one end as recited in claims 1 3 and 31 ; an universal joint with a quick 
release mechanism having a female part mounted to the universal joint and a male part 
with a second mounting means thereon for attaching an article to be support to the arm 
as recite din claim 22 in combination with other limitations which are not found in the art. 
Examiner agrees with Applicant that Ko fails to teach a universal joint, which is capable 
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of transmitting rotation from one shaft to another shaft not collinear with it and a quick 
release mechanism, which is directly mounted upon to the universal joint. 

Additional art have been cited but none are found to be obvious or anticipated 
the above limitations. Copeland et al., McAllister et al. and Mollis all teach universal 
joint but no quick release mechanism. Russell and Fromberg both teach universal joint 
and quick release mechanism but the male part of the quick release mechanism has no 
second mounting means thereon, wherein the second mounting means is for attaching 
an article to be support to the arm, MPEP 2143 (In Re Wilson, 424 F.2d 1382, 1385 
(CCPA 1970)).
